To provide rain water for toilet 


use. put several flat pans out when- 
ever it rains. 
Boil the water and 


place it in well corked bottles or jars. 
The use of 
rain 
water is a good 


habit to cultivate, for the soft cloud 
water is a skin tonic of the 
first 
order.

A change in war department plans 


for the mobilization of the National 
Guard and the new army which will 
be selected after Tuesday's registra- 
tion, may affect the decision relat- 
ing to the camp site which was to be 
selected from several offered in Ohio 
and West Virginia 
for 
one of the 


cantonments. 
The 
scarcity 
of 


material and labor has made it next 
to impossible to construct and equip 
the 32 cantonments 
first planned 


and the number has been tentatively 
reduced to 16 and- the military forces 
will be quartered in tents instead of 
wooden barracks. 


The site offered by the Newark 


Chamber of Commerce, 1800 acres in 
the vicinity of Hanover is concerned 
in this decision. The Licking coun- 
ty site was one of'the best offered 
from a military viewpoint, according 
to army 
officers < who 
viewed it. 


Whether the decision to reduce the 
number of locations will affect 
the 


Newark chancss of the Newark site 
can not be learned. 
Should the offi- 


cials decide to use the site it would 
mean a camp of nearly 30,000 men, 
probably more under the 
present 


arrangement.
